fie has now writlen an article which he 
has supplied to two press agencies, atd 
although the press generally bas made only 
brick refercnees to tt the brench newspaper, 
Le Monde, has published at an full. 
iis) views, set out in) more consecutive 
forin, are well worth some study. A summary 
giving his more important declarations is 
printed on our front page. 

Dr. Rhee’s estimate of the realiues in the 
Korean war coincides largely with that ol 
Peace News. 

Throughout his article runs the assuinplion 
(hat the war has been one against Commun- 
iin, ind that his Government hay the same 
wimeus the American Government which has 
come la his assistauce. 


Por Dr Rhee at is not a war over which 
the United Nations have or should have any 
comrol, It is doubtful whether Dr. Rhee has 
any understanding of the position of UNO m 
the allair as seen in the eyes of the West. 
His single reference to it is the comment, 
alter he has reterred to the military assist- 
ance sent by America, that “the United 
Nations, following the example ot America, 
algo sent theic armed forces.” [hat is all. Lhe 
United Nations do not again enter into his 
considerations, 

Dr. Rhee’s main concerns are his country’s 
past grievances against America; America’s 
ireachery to his country, first in entering ito 
armistice talka, and thea in accepting a truce ; 
and what America can do in the foture to help 
Korea and redeem its own unsatisfactory past 
in its dealings with that unhappy land. 


* 

What stands out tiroughout Dr. Rhee’s 
article ig that, apart from the fact that he 
objecis to the continued presence im North 
Korea of Chinese troops, it 1s a civil war with 
which he is concerned ; and it was for a civil 
war that he thought he was getting American 
assistance supplemented by that of the 
United Nations, 


It iy true that he says that “in Junc, £950, 
the Communist aggressors invaded Korea ” ; 
but it should be noted that he docs not say 
that they passed over the 38th parallel. We 
are Jeft to infer that this is what he means if 
we want to, but for Dr. Khee the 38th parallel 
has no sacrosanct significance; it is, very 
understandably, a part of his grievance, It 
was Korea that the aggressors invaded ; and 
Korea for Dr. Rhee means, as it meant for 
everybody else before July 26, 1945, the 

eningula bounded on the North by the Yalu 

iver, It was his purpose to fight Commun- 
ism in the whole of that peninsula, and it is 
America that is now weakening in that pur- 
pose and is betraying him. 

It the armistice is accepted, he urges, it will 
be impossible to stop Communists from intil- 
tating and guerillas (that 4s, those Koreans 
who are ready to fight against Dr. Rhec's 
Government) trom rising up in all parts of 
the South. 


Indignant declamation against Dr. Syngman 

Rhee is unprofitable. Whatever may be the 
tolalitarian political crimes that have to be 
put at the door of this “ terrible old man” 
the position of those Koreans who think as 
hw docs calls for some sympathy. 
_ As we indicated last week what is called for 
is a special meeting of the UN Assembly to 
examine all the circumstances surrounding the 
outbreak, conduct and conclusion of the 
Korean war. 

What can best be done immediately to help 
Korea out of its present disastrous situation 
we eankly da not know, except that whatever 
is to be done must be based on material help 
ona big scale in the rebuilding of what has 
been destroyed. ‘To talk of “ police action” 
against Syngman Rhee’s forces ig merely 
adding one disastrous measure to another and 
deepening the rain into which ihe Korean 
population has been plunged. 

Tragic as is the position in Korea, what is 
now of supreme imporiance is to take steps to 
ensure that there shall not be United Nations 
activity in the future which shal) create a 
similar tragedy. 

fhe Uniled Nations committed itself to the 
course if has followed on the proposal of the 
United States, whose policy and interests were 
decply involved. It did so after less than a 
day's consideration on June 25, 1950. 

Whatever may be the truth about the firing 
of the first shots it was clearly impossible for 
a genuinely detached examination to be made 
af the circumstances. 


That examination should now take place 
and it should include an enqniry into the 
fact that it was apparently nobady's responsi- 
bility to make clear to the South Korean 
Government precisely what was implied in 
United Nations intervention, just as if was 
nobody's responsibility 190 maintain United 
Nations direction of the United States Com- 
mand once jt had been given control of UN 
Forces in Korea. 


Drop Bermuda 


GIR WINSTON CHURCHILL'S pro- 

posal to hold direct talks with the 
new Russian Governinent scems to us to 
have been sound. 


It did’ not suit the USA, however, and so 
the Bennuda talks between the leaders of the 
US, Prance and Brituin were proposed as a 
preluninary.

When Sir Winston recovers we hope that 
the whole basis Lor these arrangements will 
ve looked at anew. 


‘Lhe first thing that the Bermuda Conference 
would have had ta concern isell willh was 
Korea, Presiucit iisentliower hoped to arrive 
at ihe meeting with the armistice signed ; he 
may sull do so, but in very diferent circum 
stances. 


Nobody today imagines that W Dr. Syngman 
Rive is persuaded lo accept the armustice, the 
terms O2 which he has already violated by 
releasing prisoners, there can be any reliance 
upon any undertakings he may give. 


The right body now to discuss Korea is not 
the leaders of the Three Powers in conterence 
al Bermuda, or even the tour Powers. Lt is 
the United Nations Assernbly. 


It is Kurope, and particularly the German 
question, that calls tor discussion by the 
USA, Kussia, Fiance and Gritain, and at will 
ve a great deal more satistactory if these 
questions can be Lully discussed without the 
unnitations and trustrations resulling Jrom the 
fact that three of the Powers have come 
together al Bermuda und formutated a tine, 


the Bermuda plan should be dropped and 
talks between the Four Powers entered upon 
as soon as Sir Winston has recovered. 


When West Gocs East 


A VERY fuli account of the happenings 

in East Berlin has been published by 
the Drench weekly, L’Observateur, from 
& special correspondent M. Pierre

Selwyn Lloyd and the

if M. Gousset’s account is to be relied upon 
it becomes apparent that the activities of the 
Western Berliners in) ast Berlin, whether 
hey came lrom the reactionary youth group 
or from the Social Democrats, were im no 
way a service to the East German demon- 
strators, Qn the contrary they enormously 
added to the danger that these were facing, 
detracted trom the impressiveness of the 
demonstration, and provided the East German 
Government with material that could be used 
to misrepresent the character of what was 
laking place. 


We must not leave the reference to M. 
Goussel’s report without giving his version of 
the killing of the demonstrator by the 
Russian armoured car to which we relerred 
last week. Numbers of accounts reported the 
making of unarmed attacks by the workers on 
the tanks and armoured cars. According to 
this account the demonstrator jumped at the 
car but fell violently backwards, and the 
driver was unable in time to avoid running 
over him. 

M. Gonsset reports that there was no 
shooting by the Russians, thus confirming the 
Tory Miniter of State, Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, 
who said last week that the Red Army had 
shown “a considerable amount of restraint.”

A MINORITY ARE ASHAMED 


[ASE Friday evening, June 19, just 

before our International Students 
Seminar at Ithaca College Camp in 
western New York was about to start its 
last formal session, the word came that 
all efforts to prevent the execution of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg had failed 
and that within an hour or two the 
execulion would take place. 


We sat for a minute or two in silence re- 
dedicating ourselves to the defence of civil 
liberties and to the ministry of mercy in a 
world where so little of it is found. As it 
turned out, the execution of Julius Rosenberg 
was taking pe in Sing Sing prison at the 
exact time of our corporate meditation. 

According to conservative estimates ten 
thousand persons attended the Rosenberg 
funeral in Brooklyn on Sunday, June 21. 


It will interest Peace News readers that the 
clergyman who spoke at the funeral was Rabbi 
Abraham Cronbach, for many years on the 
Faculty of WWebrew Union College in Cin- 
cinnati, a member of the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation and often spoken of as “ the 
leading Christian of Cincinnati!” 

Rabbi Cronbach was one of those who had 
interviewed President Eisenhower in a last 
minute effort to obtain commutation of the life 
sentence. At the funeral he said the hardest 
thing for human beings was to put hate and 
vengeance out of their hearts and try to under- 
stand their enemics, A good many of those in 
attendance expressed disagreement at this 
point. 


Rosenbergs : The last stay 


Fyke Farmer, a8 you may have heard, was 
largely responsible for raising a completely 
fresh paint of law on the basis of which 
Justice William ©. Douglas, granted a last 
minute stay which was followed by two days’ 
deliberation by the Supreme Court. 


The point was that since at least some of 
the acts allegedly committed by the Rosenbergs 
occurred after the passage of the 1946 Atomic 
Finergy Act, they should have been tried under 
it rather than the 1917 Espionage Act. 

Under the former they coukd not lave been 
given the death sentence since this is permitted 
only on recommendation of the jury which 
couviets and if intent io injure the USA has 
been speciiically alleged and proved, 


_ The Supreme Court finally ruled that the 
issue was not material, with Justices Douglas 


and Black dissenting and Justice Frankfurter 
declining to take a position after what he 
deemed insuflicicnt time for study of the issue. 
Apparently, there is even some ground for 
questioning whether under the 1946 Act, the 
Rosenbergs could have been — successtully 
indicted. “Phis is hardly ground for a layman 
to tread, but | surmise that this thing will be 
debated for years. 

Fyke Parmer is a War Resisters League and 
Fellowship of Reconciliation member, much 
concerned about world government, a tax 
refuser and an attorney who gave up a fine 
private practice, both because he wanted to 
devote himself to peace work and because he 
found it increasingly difficult to stomach the 
oie a lawyer in present-day America has 
to da. 

1 deeply regret that 1 cannot end on a 
hopeful note about the reaction of Americans 
to the Rosenberg case. It is true that a 
minority of citizens fecl deeply ashamed over 
the extreme penalty exacted and a larger 
minority feel uncasy. It must mean something 
that the “New York Times” failed even to 
mention the execution editorially for two days 
following the event. But the crowd which 
watched the picketing around the White House 
in the closing days was much larger than the 
picketing group and mainly hostile, 

Those in this country who think “the 
Rosenbergs got what’s coming to them” and 
these who don’t care and in any case * don’t 
want to hear any more about them” constitute 
the greal majority. Mass feeling scems clearly 
to have been both more intense and more wide- 
spread abroad than here. 


“ Fit to print” at last 


To turn to Korea for a momoent, Syngman 
Rhee’s action in releasing 25,000 or more non- 
Communist PoWs, apparently with broad 
support from the South Korean people, has 
tipped the mask from the events in that un- 
happy land in such a way, it is to be hoped, as 
to make it finally clear that what has heen 
going on there has not been anything remotely 
approaching a police action and that the 38th 
Paralle] was never a significant moral issue. 

The only issucs were wheiher Korea was to 
be unified under North Korean or South 
Korean control, or ta remain split up; and 
whether the unified state was to be in the 
Communist or the OS pawer bloc, or whether 
for an indefinite period the country was to 
remain divided, the halves serving as advanced 
outposts for their respective “ friends.”

WELSH VIEWS ON 
CONSCRIPTION 


The = South Carmarthenshire — Baptist 
Quarterly Meeting and the Baptist Association 
of Carmarthenshire and Cardiganshire have 
both condemned the intention of the British 
Government to extend conscription beyond 
this year. 

The latter body Mi a declaration described 
conscription as “an affront to conscience ” and 
expressed its distress at the " Jukewarmness ” 
of the Parliamentary Opposition in this matter. 

Both also called for the re-establishment of 
a National Appellate CO's Tribunal for Wales. 
In an interview, Rev. Eirwyn Morgan, Peace 
Pledge Union National Councilman and 
member of Plaid Cymru (the Welsh Party), 
said that many young Welsh CO's were under 
a distinct disability in having to be examined 
in English. Some were also a little overcome 
by the strange enviroment of London which 
perhaps they were visiting for the first time. 

It was furthermore, an additiong] slight to 
Wales that it should not be permitted to have 
an appellate tribunal with Welsh representation 
and a knowledge of the background of Welsh 
youth, sitting in a Welsh town. 

the Anglesey County Association meeting 
at Holyhead, has also indicated its opposition 
to the renewal of the National Service Act. 


Footnote :—Appellate ‘Tribunals for Britain 
sit aut London, Manchester and Edinburgh. 
During the war there was a Welsh Appellate 
Tribunal in existence, but this has since been 
abolished. 


250 Churches End Segregation 
in Virginia 


rps RUE ministerial groups representing more 

than 250 churches in the area of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, USA, 200 of them formerly 
while, 50 Negro and the rest interracial, have 
merged to form one organisation. 

C. Emerson Smith, chairman of Interracial 
Work for the Virginia Council of Churches 
and head of the committee which drew up the 
new constitution for the organisation said it 
was “the culmination of a long period of 
increasing fellowship and co-operation between 
Ihe Negro and white ministers of Richmond.”

the uthe ol Mr. Bernard Liewellyn’s book 
“a Lelt My Roots in China” ! 

One has only to look into old libraries or 
the second-hand bookstalls—to see the number 
of loving records of journeys or trendships 
made in China, never quite to be forgotten; 
and to gel an unpression, at once picturesque 
and intriguing, ol Far Cathay. 

Mr. Licwellyn’s book is just such another, 
He describes, not politics or war (though as a 
CO he was driving lorries for the Pviends’ 
Ambulance Unit along the Burma Road 
through much of the war), but “ the thrill and 
fun, the exasperation and delight, of living in 
China.” 

From voluminous diaries he has selected the 
highlights, and presented them briefly and 
vividly tn the form of disconnected sketches— 
here of a Chinese tea-house, or a Buddhist 
teinple, there of the mountainous beauty of 
south-west China, the Yangtse gorges, or the 
countless steps of the city of Chungking. 

* 

Yet the very charm of these sketches is itself 
a limitation to the book. (Not that Mr. 
Llewellyn leaves out the unpleasant. Far from 
it, he includes revolting impressions of Chinese 
nose-blowing, and a horrifying picture of 
Chinese callousness to human or animal 
sullering.) But the charm depends on our 
remaining always on the outside, as slrangers, 
observers. We get a momentary glimpse of 
Chinese people im their daily Jives—road- 
makers, peasants, soldiers, officials, monks— 
and they pass on. It is as if a pageant were 
paraded belore us. We never enter and par- 
take of the hupes and fears, the work and 
pleasure of these people from the inside. 
From reading the book, gne would get the 
lapression that Mr. Llewellyn made no real 
Chinese friends, went on most of his journeys 
with Westerners, never entered the life of a 
Chinese family. Again, though he obviously 
has both sympathy for and knowledge of 
Chinese history and culture, he always seems 
to preserve the Westerner’s attitude of unques- 
tioning superiority, He dismisses the Chinese 
herbalist as a ° medicine-man,” his science of 
aqua-puncture as “ pin-sticking ’; he finds it 
difficult to picture a Chinese army that will 
not necd “ delousing”’ (presumably by some 
benevolent Westerner), Though his judgment 
on these matters may very well be true, his 
manner of delivering it smacks too much of 
the contemptuous “ Old China Hand.” 


* 


Yet for all this, the book is most readable— 
presents a vivid impression of life in all parts 
of China—and conveys to the reader some- 
thing of the author’s own sense that, even 
amid the war years, there was in this country 
an inexplicable contentment and happiness he 
had not found anywhere else.

Indeed, the “New York ‘Times via Mr. 
Parrott gives the news, now presumably "fit to 
print,” that ~ Mr. Rhee himsell had given open 
notice Jong an advance, of his aims and atu 
tudes and the determination with which he 
held then” and quotes 4 statement by Rhee 
on March J, 1950, to the eflect that only the 
uniication of the peninsula would satisfy the 
Republic’s ainis. 

It was Rhee’s “nationalism” which Mr. 
Dulles wished to use in 1950 and almost cer- 
tainly encouraged. ‘This “ nationalism" now 
blows up in Mr. Dulles’ face at an inopportune 
moment and ino an embarrassing way. Little

‘This 
tcHs us that the effort falla broadly into two 
parts. 

“Vist, there are our overseas abligations 
and our commitments in resisting the Com- 
munist campaign known as the cold war; and 
secondly, there are the preparations which 
we iunt nike together with our Comiman- 
wealth partners and our allies against the 
risk that Communist policy, whether by 
accident o¢ design, might force us te defend 
ourselves against a direct attack,” 

When you have mastercd the conception of 
un accidental direct attack, pause a moment 
to contemplate the nonsensical verbiage which 
i8 Offered in justification for this waste of 
human tife and effort. Then, if you still have 
the stomach for it, consider how conscription 
comes into the picture. 

We are told that the present period of 24 
months’ service “must continue so long as the 
International and averseas situation imposes its 
present demands upon us.” The present 
demands are not those of lant Bebruary. The 
world climate has changed.

We are told, further, that conscription is 
Necessury because regular recruitment is inade- 
quate. 

In the debate on the White Paper, Mr. 
Churchill explained that 24 months’ service ig 
essential because of the length of time spent 
by Niutional Service men “in the pipeline” ; 
iw, training aud in transit. Wf the period were 
reduced, they could not be used in Malaya, 
Korea, and the Middle Bast: 

“This waste of Manpower would require 
the more extensive use af Regulars in the 
more distant theatres. This would have a 
deterrent effect on the voluntary extensions 
of service in the Regular Army.” 

In other words, men won't fight in Korea 
and Malaya unless they are made to. Without 
conscription, fighting in those countries could 
not have been begun. War would not have 
heen # practical policy, But with a conscript 
army to hand, nothing prevented the resort 
to war. . 

Conscription is not incidental to the present 
situation, Tt partly crealce the situation. It is 
a Weapon of war, a factor in policy, Like the 
aeroplane and the atom bamb, its existence 
makes war more probable, and determines the 
nature of war if it should come.
